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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended in a telephone 
conference of July 20, 2004 and in several subsequent conversations. This amendment amends 
claim 1 and adds new claims 32-34. Reconsideration of the claims is respectfully requested. 

Claims 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to remove recitation of certain T cell CD28 
co-stimulatory receptor (CD28) agonists, and reserves the right to pursue claims reciting such 
agonists in a continuation application. Applicant has also added new claims 32-34 to recite 
humanized, chimeric, and polyclonal antibodies. Support for the new claims can be found 
throughout the specification, and at least at page 10, line 7 to page 12, line 35.
